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REVEREND FATHERS, HONOURED GUEST, GRADUATES, PARENTS and 
FRIENDS; 
My chief justification for holding up the proceedings at this 
stage to read you a report of the year's activities at Loyola 
is, of course, your kind and continued interest in the College. 
Loyola is not a big institution, it has its short-comings, but 
it yields first place to none in the loyalty and the devotion 
of its friends, It is because I know that you are interested 
in our successes and our endeavours that I shall run through 


them briefly for you. 


BUT before I do this, let me say that it is a pleasure to see 
you here this evening, and to bid you welcome in the name of 
the Faculty and of our student body. It is a particular pleas- 
ure to say welcome to the parents and friends of this year's 
graduates. You have much to be proud of in your sons! success, 
much to make you truly happy, much for which you can sincerely 
thank God. In spite of the efforts we make to develop the art 
of effective speaking among our students there are times when 
words fail to express what we have in our minds and in our 
hearts. Maybe you have a son who can tell exactly how he feels 
but even so I am going to make myself their spokesman for the 
moment and in their name and in the name of their teachers and 


professors I say "May God bless you abundantly." 


WE are honoured this evening by having as our speaker, Doctor 
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Jonn Wickham. Doctor Wickham has had many points of contact 
with Loyola. He was a student here, graduating with the B.A. 
degree and Valedictorian of his class in 1909. In the period 
following the first Great War, in which he served with dis- 
tinction as an Army Doctor, he taught Biology at the College 
for several years and later on he sent his children hers to 

bs educated. I do not know what Doctor Wickham will tell our 
Graduates this evening but I would like them to learn a lesson 
from what he is. He has served his country, his community - 
he was one of the four original founders of St. Mary's Hospit- 
al, his College - for I cannot begin to enumerate the numerous 
occasions upon which we have imposed upon his loyalty, and his 
God with such distinction that Loyola is eager to claim a share 
in his formation. I am only sorry that we have not some better 


way of honouring him than by imposing upon his kindness. 


NOW FOR SOME FEW STATISTICS: 

THERE were 424 students registered in the College for the 
1950-51 session and 501 registered in the High School. This 
shows a drop of about 100 students from the 445 in the Coll- 
ege and 576 in the High School last year. Loyola has not been 
the only College or High School to experience a drop in the 
number of students enrolled and the falling off in numbers 


has not been greater in proportion here than it has been else- 


where. 


ADADEMIC: 


IT IS our ambition at Loyola to equip our students as well as 
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we possibly can to take advantage of the opportunities open 

to men with college training in the world today. Opportuni- 
ies not only for self-aggrandisement but also for public ser- 

vice. To this end we try to emphasize the study of French in 
such wise that not only will our students learn the elements 

of French Composition and the beauties of French literature, 

but also so that they will develop a knowledge and a respect 

of our French fellow Canadians that comes from understanding 

their motives, their ideals and their character. During the 

past year we initiated night courses in French for adults with 

gratifying success and we shall continue this course next year. 

This was a course in conversational French particularly adapted 

for beginners, 

NEXT year we will offer for the first time, an honours course 

in English and History which will enable those who succeed to 


go on for post graduate work in these subjects, 


THIS question of Post Graduate studies brings us naturally to 
the success of our former Graduates in other Universities. At 
the recent McGill Convocation, 22 Loyola Graduates received 

University Degrees, many with great distinction. Needless to 
say we are happy at their success and I take this occasion to 


offer them the sincere congratulations of their former teachers. 


AN important part in the life of any College are the extracur- 
ricular activities either in the College itself or in conjunc- 


tion and sometimes in competition with other Colleges and Un- 


iversities. 
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IN the College itself, the Dramatic Society offered for its 
annual major production the war play "Command Decision” under 
the direction of Mr. Stoeckel, The play was well received 
and was a credit to the Dramatic Society which over the past 
years has won for itself a very high reputation and brought 


much credit to the College, 


LOYOLA students cooperated with tne students of the other Can- 
adian Colleges in such organizations as the Canadian Federation 
of Catholic College Students which held their three day conven- 
tion at Loyola last fall, and the National Federation of Cana- 
dian University Students. Our students competed with the stu- 
dents of these same colleges and Universities in the inter- 
University Debating League which, incidentally we won this 
year and in the Inter-University Drama Festival. Our High 
School students also distinguished themselves in inter-school 
competition, particularly in the Notre Dame de Grace Community 
Festivals, in the Montreal Rotary Public Speaking contest. A 
bi-lingual Competition open to the city was won by Henry Miz- 


gala of Sophomore Arts. 


NO institution is ever self-sufficient, much less a relatively 
small institution like Loyola. We rely upon the assistance and 
cooperation of a great many organizations and individuals to 
some of whom we wish to acknowledge our thanks and appreciation. 
To the University of Montreal, and to McGill University we owe 


a great debt for their continued encouragement and assistance. 
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TO the many organizations grouped around the College such as 
tae Alumni Association, the Mothers' Guild, the Ladies! Aux- 
iliary, may I publicly express our thanks for what they have 
done during the past year. And finally on our many benefact~ 
ors without whose help we could not carry on, I invoke God's 
blessing and assure them that they have a perpetual remembrance 
in our prayers, Te te Vronn ant Gren’ qos \y 715.088 

But in spite of their very tangible assistance and help we find 
that like everyone else, because of constantly rising costs, we 
are obliged to raise our fees. This raise affects the boarding 
rates for resident students in both College and High School and 
tuition rates for all students in the College. The increase is 
modest, as modest as we can make it, between 10-15%. Neverthe- 
less we regret, like everyone else, the increase and trust that 


it will not work too much hardship. 


AND NOW one final point. In these days of shifting values and 
ideals it is important to know where people stand and I would 
like to take this occasion to reiterate our educational Creed. 
Not because it is exclusively our own, it would be too bad for 
all of us were this so, but because we feel that it cannot too 
often be made clear. 

We believe that our kind of life, in spite of its imperfections 
and shortcomings, is the best that man has experienced so far. 
We believe that far from being an accident, this kind of life 
is the result of the sentiments, the ideals, the deliberate 


choices, the beliefs of Christians for the past 1900 years. 
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WE believe moreover, that if it is to endure it will only be 
because men continue to be imbued with these ideals, to share 
these same sentiments, and to profess the same beliefs. It 

is our ambition and our hope to produce such men with the 
ideals, the sentiments, the faith and the skill needed for 

the preservation of our Christian civilization and its con-
